way  up  the  west  side  of  the  Col 
The  upshot  of  it  was  that  I  went  on 
with  them,  leaving  the  remalmn^ 
three  membera  to  oolieet  more  food 
from  Rongtouk  and  from  Camp  ill 
and  follow  ua  up  hj  .soon  as  they 
could.  A  strong  west  wind  had  blown 
for  forty-eight  hours,  and  we  hoped 
It  was  clearing  the  mountain,  but  it 
was  also  probably  making  the  east 
aide  of  the  Coil  dangerous,  so  both 
pertias  oonoentrated  on  the  weeMm 
&lope. 

On  June  5,  with  sutecn  porters, 
we  made  the  route  up  to  the  Col 
from  that  side.

But  a  fine 
community  spirit  among  both  musicians 
and  public  Is  undoubtedly  the  chief  ele- 
ment in  the  .success  of  the  Chni  ii  rmon." 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  vuiyhiulaed 
that  ths  Victoria  Choral  and  Orchestral 
Union  is,  as  Its  name  Implle.s.  u  strictly 
civic  or  community  effort.  Most  of  the

Children's  Participation 

A UNIQUE  and  valuable  7eature  of  the 
movement  is  the  invitation  extended 
talhe  children  bt  the  piihllr  srhrtnls  In  the 
city  Oak  Bay,  E.squimalt  and  Saanich.  and 
children  in  the  orphanage,  to  attend  the 
final  rehearsals.  These  rehearsals  are 
really  finished  porformance.s,  complete 
with  soloists,  chorus  and  orchestra.  As 
many  as  1.000  children  have  attended  and 
U.stened  with  rapt  attention  The  con- 
ductor. Mr.  Stanley  Bulley,  explains  to  the 
children  the  meaning  of  the  wort,  the  aim 
of  the  composer,  the  orRanlzatlon  of  the 
chorus  and  orchestra  and  the  use  and 
characteristics  of  the  various  Instruments. 
The  children  look  forward  to  the  rehears- 
als with  keen  anticipation. 

At  the  Coronation  Festival  last  year 
the  children,  who  had  been  learning 
ElRar  s  "Land  of  Hope  and  Glory"  and 
Parry's  "Jerusalem '  during  the  Winter, 
sang  these  numbers  with  the  chorus  and 
orrhe.sfra  The  effect  of  the  fresh,  .sweet 
voices  Joining  in  these  noble  songs  was 
thrilling  to  all  who  were'  present. 

This  feature  of  the  movement  is  a  val- 
uable contribution  to  the  cultural  life  of 
the  city,  for  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
Handel's  immorial  "Messiah^'  and  the 
other  «'reat  work.s  produced  under  such 
inspiring  ponditiooli  cannot  .fail  to  make 
a  good  and  lasting  Impression  on  tha  >•

THE  great  interest  .shown  by  the  jiub- 
lic  in  the  movement  Is  fully  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  m  addition  to  the 
paid  admissions  to  the  concerts  by  ever- 


increasing  numbers,  more  than  $2,500  has 
been  donated,  in  sums^  varying  from  $10 
to  $260.  towards  the  expens^.s  More  Is 
forthcoming,  providing  that  genuine  pro- 
gress towards  unity  ir  shown.  

The  clergy  of  all  denominations  have 

rendered  valuable  assistance  by  mention- 
ing the  work  of  the  union  in  sermons, 
addressed  and  weekly  church  circulars. 

The  Daily  Colonist  and  Dally  Tlmel 
have  also  been  most  generous  In  giving 
publicity  to  the  movement. 

Financial 

THE  members  of  the  chorus  and  orches- 
tra are  In  the  unique  position  of 
having  no  financial  burden  to  carry.  They 
provide  their  own  music,  but  the  financing 
of  the  concerts  is  In  the  hands  of  an 
influmtial  recitals  committee  of  bu.^ines.s 
and  professional  men.  During  the  pa.st 
lour  years  this  committee  has  disbursed 
about  $5,000,  mostly  In  work  and  wages. 
The  concerts  resulted  in  a  deficit  of  $895. 
The  recitals  committee,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Victoria  Choral  and  Orches- 
tral Union,  not  only  lai.sed  funds  to  meet 
the  deficits,  but  have  also  raised  a  sub- 
stantial reserve  fund.  There  are  no  paid 
officials.  Owing  to  voluntary  services,  the 
whole  cost  of  administration  and  office 
expenses  amounts  to  less  than  $10  for 
each  concert. 

The  accounts  are  audited  by  Messr.s 
l.'-inay,  tioislon,  Hoiden  Co.^  chartered 
accountants.

"Requiem"  was  performed  In  April.  1936^^ 
in  memory  of  King  George  V.  A  three- 
day  Festival  of  British  Muslc  was  given  in* 
May,  1937,  to  celebrate  the  Coronation  of 
Thetr  Majesties  King  Oeorge  VI  and 
Qoeen  Elizabeth.  One  of  these  recitals, 
was,  by  ofTlcial  sanction,  raised  to  the 
dignity  of  a  state  performance,  and  was 
graciously  acknowledged  by  His  Majesty 
the  King.  Invltatlon.s  to  thi.s  performance 
were  extended  to  representatives  of  the 
Oovemment,  the  Army,  the  Navy>  the 
Judiciary,  the  Con.sular  Services,  the  City 
Council  of  Victoria,  the  Councils  of  Oak 
Bay,  lAiulmalt.  and  Saanleh,  the  service 
orRanizatloni,  churches  of  every  denom- 
ination, choirs,  musical  clubs  and  other 
organizations  throughout  the  city.

Chorus  and  Orchestra 

THE  chorus  platform  has  a  .seating 
capacity  of  200.  and  the  space  avail- 
able for  the  orchestra  can  accommodate 
about  seventy  player.s  The  present  mem- 
'bers  have  assessed  themselves  $2  annually 
to  cover  the  cost  of  music  and  incidental 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  rehears- 
als. It  is  not.  however,  wislied  to  embar- 
rass those  who  desire  to  help,  but  whose 
means  do  not  permit  of  paying  this  fee 
Such  are  exempted  on  request,  which  is 
treated  as  strictly  cofifldential.  The  chief 
consideration  is  recular  attendance  at 
rehearsals  and  a  reasonable  amount  of 
home  study. 

Members  of  the  chorus  will  be  encour- 
aged to  understudy  the  soloists,  (ake  their 
places  at  rehearsals  and  at  performances 
should  the  necessity  arise.  Many  of  the 
world's  greatest  soloists  have  gained  the 
first  step  in  their  career  by  such  means

UT  arithmetic  never  got  really  well 
started  till  It  reached  the  age  of  com- 
merce and  industry,  when  accounting 
and  ciphering  became  part  of  practical 
life.

count;  shepherds  counted  the  "tale"  of 
tt\elr  sheep  oni  a  hillside  once  a  day  and 
large  families  were  counted  once  a  year.

THE  gravelly  plaint  of  Langford  and 
Colwood  extend  their  northern  edge

corner,  a  trail  leaves  it  and  .strike.s  along

.•itatioii  In  the  allele  made  l)y  the  trail 
and  the  by-road  lies  a  little  pond,  and 
beyond  the  pond  are  to  be  wen  the  Mat- 
tered oalcs  and  Douglas  firs  and  open 
P''*f'''n  tRt  Langlgr^  Plains.  It  Is  a 
pretty  plQture;  in  ttje  nearer  foregroiii^d. 
the  herbage  pas.se.s  from  a  yellowLsh  green 
to  a  deeper  one;  the  water  reflects' the 
cloudless  sky;  over  a  belt  of  more  vivid 
green  lies  a  glimpse  of  the  tawny  rolling 
plain  with  its  tree-thrown  shadows;  to  the 
left,  -firs  and  pines  climb  the  slopes  among 
thft  otttenqM  of  grey  and  splintered  rock, 
wl'h  here  and  there  the  glcaminf  yellOW, 
red  and  green  ol  an  arbulus. 

But  the  pond  and  its  eurroundinga  do 
vn*  (II  !v  form  a  charming  picture;  they 
are  of  great  interest  to  the  plant-lover ' 
because  here,  in  llttie  uvuat,  l»  a  variety  of 
cnviroumcat  that  prom-i^cs  at  once  pleas- 
ure and  Instruction.  Plants  are  conditioned 
in  their  growth  and  spread  by  their  own 
powers  of  adaptation  to  various  types  of 
environment.  So  if  we  find  a  species  scat- 
tered over  a  vast 'area,  it  will  be  because 
it  finds  within  that  area  places  where  con- 
ditions are  such  as  to  be  within  the  range 
of  its  powers  of  accommodation.  Thus 
among  trees  the  arbutus  extends  from  the 
Straits  of  Georgia  to  the  southern  end  of, 
the  Santa  Cruz  mountains  of  California. 
Our  large-leaved  maple  is  found  from 
Alasica  almost  to  the  Mexican  border, 
while  the  smooth-leaved  maple  covers  the 
same  range  as  far  as  the  northern  part 
of  California  The  Garry  oalc.  our  local 
species,  extend:i  from  the  Straits  of 
Georgia  to  the  Santa  Crua  mountains, 
thus  having  the  same  range  as  the  arbu- 
tuil.  Our  flowering  dogwood  and  ocean - 
spray  spiraea  both  grow  from  the  aouth- 
ern  part  of  this  province  to  Central  Cali- 
lornia.  Bu,i  everywhere  they  will  be  found 
occupying  a  similar  type  of  soil,  aimilar 
conditlon.s  of  drainage,  and  with  Kimilar 
lelailons  lo  light  and  aiiade.  With  this  in 
mind,  we  enter  otir  Uttle  corner  between 
pond' and  hill. 

Thickets  of  Rose 

WE  notice  first,  that  the  level  i<;  broken 
by  thicliets  of  the  pea-fruUed  rose, 
a  later  bloomer  than  the  Nootka  rose  and 
with  .somewhat  .smaller  flowers  In  cluster.s. 
This  rose  extends  Its  habitat  from  this 
province  all  tlte  way  not  only  to  Callfor- 
nia,  but  as  far  as  Utah  There  is  a  thicket 
ai8u  o(  haidhack  ur  Douglas'  spiraea,  very 
handsome  with  its  dense  panicles  of  rosy 
innk  flowers  ju.st  beginning  to  come  out. 
This  spiraea  us  peculiar  to  our  Northwest 
Pacific  coast  as  far  south  as  Oregon,  but 
It  seems  to  be  very  .'Similar  t,i  the  Ea.strrn 
hardhack,  which  has  medicinal  reputation 
as  an  astringent.  Next  in  conaplcuousnesa 
as  we  look  over  the  low  flat  Is  the  .sneeze- 
wort,  or  Helenlum  autumnale.  it  is  not 
yet  in  full  flower,  but  its  tall,  light  green 
leafy  stem.^  stand  up  well  above  the  lower 
herbage,  And  tyhen  we  examine  them  we 
And  the  /  flowers  in  various  stages  of 
growtt}  fj-om  nttle  green  pincuahlon-Uka 


tered  flower  spikes  with  conaplcudua 
bracts  that  stand  oul  stiffly  and  angular- 
ly from  the  sununit  of  the  stem.  One 
kind  in  striking  contraat  It  the  creeping 
spike-rush,  whose  dark  green  atem  bears 
at  the  iQiuk  iitUe  cone-Uka  haad  of  flow- 
ers  about  half  an  inch  long,  while  Itaea^ 
leavea  art  sheaths  of  brown  and  green 
close  to  the  base.  It  is  found  not  only  on 
this  coast,  but  around  the  northern 
hemisphere  In  Europe  and  Asia  from  the 
sub-arctic  regions  as  far  t>ouih  as  Florida 
and  California,  but  always  where  there  la 
either  water  or  wet  ground.  Among  the 
grasses  the  most  beautiful  one  is  the 
tufted  halr-graai.  whkh  aleo  la  a  lover  of 
wet  places.    It  has  all  the  grace  that  thi 

lack,  with  added  color!  ulni 
Growing^ 
delicate  plume  of  innumerable  flowers 
With  a  color  that  can  perhaps  be  best 
described  as  a  silvery  green  wltKlt  pur- 
plish tinge,  depending  momentarily  on 
sun  and  breeze  for  its  effect.    It  is  Inter-

Both  of  them  have  glandular  apou,  some 
of  which  on  the  leaves  are  clear,  while 
others  on  both  leaves  and  petals  are 
black.

recommend  that  further  trial  should  be 
made  of  their  remedial  powers.

pads  to  larger  ones  with  the  petals  quite 

dl.stlnctly  to  be  ,ieen  and  even  beginning 
to  shpw  their  yellow  color.  The  sneeze- 
weed  is  a  plant  of  low  grotmd  and  ditches 
appearing  after  the  water  h;i.s  dried  up. 
Last  year  it  was  still  in  flower  near  the 
end  of  September.  The  resinous  foliage 
suggests  a  dry  environment,  and  It  is  In 
the  hottest  period  of  the  Summer  that  It 
makes  ita  appearance.  It  grows  south  to 
Oregon  and  east  Into  Idaho.  It  holds  its 
place  in  British  gardens  and  will  be  found 
listed  in  gardening  books.  It  is  indeed  a 
handsome  plant  with  Its  large  flower- 
heads  and  three-lobed  ray-flower.s.  It 
derives  its  popular  name  from  the .  fact 
that  its  leaves  IBfd  flowers,  when  dried 
and  powdered,  produce  violent  sneezing, 
and  it  ha^  in  times  past  been  used  medi- 
cinally for  this  irarpose. 

The  Foor*  Onion 

SCATTERED  about  and  rising  with  slen- 
der stalks  tearing  clusters  of  white 

flowers  we  .see  another  plant  whirh,  if  we 
'  trstv6led  to  Idalio  in  the  right  season,  we 
should  And  there  not  far  from  the  - 
sneezeweed  and  which  we  should  meet  If 
we  went  south  instead  of  east  as  far  away 
as  California,  ^is  is  the  fool's  onion,  or 
wild  hyacinth.  Brodiaea  lactea.  al.so  known 
ae.Hookera  hyacinthina.  or  as  Hespero- 
cordum  hyacinthinum,  literally  the  hya- 
cinth-like western  onion  or  garlic.  It 
does  look  a  Uttle  hke  an  onion,  hence  the 
appellation  "fool's  onion,"  but  there  is  no 
.slightest  resemblance  to  any  hyacinth  I 
hav^  met  with.  Like  the  sneezeweed,  it  • 
favoirs  a  heavy  soil,  but  I  have  never  be- 
fore] seen  the  iwo  planta  growtng  together. 


The  Brodiaea  certainly  does  well  on  these 

flats,  which  in  Winter  are  often  under 
water,  for  its  blossom  clustery  contain  as 
many  as  twenty  or  more  flowers,  each 
segment  marked  by  its  strong  ^reen  lino 
from  base  to  tip,  while  within  are  the  six 
anthers  borne,  on  their'  ring  of  united  tri- 
angular filaments. 

At  our  feet  among  the  gras.s  are  the 
little  yellow  flowers  of  the  lesser  spear- 
wort,  growing  erect  with  alender  lance- 
I  ke  leaves,  its  small  flowers  occasionally 
with  a  double  allowance  of  petals.  This  is 
the  variety  of  Ranunculus  flammula 
known  as  unalaschensls  because  its  type 
locality  is  at  Unalaska.  As  we  go  nearer 
the  pond  where  the  ground  is  wetter,  its 
place  is  taken  by  the  creeping  lesser 
spearwort,  Indistinqiiishable  in  flower  but 
with  leaves  that  look  like  spoons  in  which 
the  bowl  has  been  greatly  elongated  and 
narrowed  Thi.s  variety  of  K.  flammula  is 
known  us  reptans  because  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  slender  stems  run  through 
the  wet  herbage,  rooting  them.selves  here 
and  there  at  the  joints  until  the  ground 
is  often  covered  with  a  network  of  pale 
green  threads  But  the.se  do  not  exhaust 
uur  buttercups  of  the  Iqw  meadowland, 
for  here  grows  the  tilTpale  gfeen^anun- 
culus  alismaefolius.  or  the  buttercup  with 
leaves  like  the  ahsma  or  water-plantain. 
Like  the  Unalaska  lesser  spearwort,  this 
buttercup  has  lanceolate  leaves,  but  they 
are  very  mUch  larger  both  m  length  and 
breadth.  The  flowers  are  also  greatly 
lafger.  While  ncjt  the  same  species,  this 
buttercup  may  wju  have  the  name  of  the 
corre.spondlng  British  one,  the  great 
ftpearwort,  a  designation  at  least  briefer

than  the  more  literal  "water-pUntaln 

.spearwort  "  It  is  Interesting  to  know  that 
if  we  were  to  visit  a  similar  spot  in  the 
British  Isles  or  on  the  northern  part  of 
the  continent  of  Europe,  we  should  very 
likely  flnd  the  counterparts  of  the.se  three 
buttercups.  Just  as  we  should  of  the  water 
forget-me-not,  the  wild  mint  and  the 
brookllme  Speedwell.  Many  a  one  who  ha.s 
been  sick  at  heart  among  strange  coun- 
tenances and  customs  has  found  comfort 
in  the  familiar  faces  of  wild  flowers, 
familiar  even  where  botanists  have  seen* 
speelfle  dlffwences. 

In  Meadow  Sedges 

IT  is  impossible  to  go  through  our  litUe 
meadow  without  in  some  sense  notic- 
ing the  .sedges,  for  even  if  we  perceive  no 
beauty  or  use  in  them,  the  harsh  s.tems 
and  rough  blades  of  eo  many  of  them 
make  us  feel  then  pic  nice.  Yet  they  are 
for  the  most  part  striking  plants.  .  The;r 
foliage  is  commonly  a  somewhat  oliva- 
ceous green  and  their  inflore.scence  takes 
un  a  variety  of  forms,  which  makes  up  in 
part  for  the  absence  of  the  colors  we 
denominate  attractive  and  Is  expressed  in 
black,  brown,  russet  and  yellowish  green 
Of  their  flowers  you  see  the  stamens  and 
stigmas,  but  the  corollas  and  calyxes  of 
higher  plants -are  reprejiented  only  by  tiny 
bristles  or  scales.  In  some  species  like  the 
slough  sedge,  the  staminate  flowers  are 
isolated  In  .slender  .spikes  with  the  piisfll- 
late  ones  in  thicker  ones  below;  in  others, 
the  flowers  have  both  stamens  and  pistils, 
as  In  the  meadow  sedije  One  very  notice- 
able species  is  the  one-sided  sedge,  which 
forms  Uttle  forests  of  lu  own,  the  elus- 


Th<  Fringed  Clover  — 

OWN  where  the  spike-rushes  grow  the 
fringed  clover  covers  the  adjacent 
ground  with  its  purplish  red  flower-heads. 
It  is  one  of  our  native  trifoliums,  and  like 
most  of  them  has  an  involucre  or  collar 
below  the  clustered  flowers,  the  k>bea  of 
the  collar  cut  into  fine  teeth  that  form  a 
green  fringe.  The  stipules  or  leaf-like 
appendages  at  the  base  of  the  flowering 
stalks  are  likewise  fringed.  The  flowers 
are  touched  at  the  tips  of  wings  and 
standard'  with  white.  Then  moving  away 
from  the  water  we  suddenly  come  on  a 
sheet  of  blue  where  the  ground  u  covered 
with  tHe  lovely  flower  eluaters  of  another 
brodiaea,  the  harvest  brodiaea,  or 
hyacinth,  Brodiaea  (Uookera)  grandi- 
flora  or  B.  (H.)  coronaria.  It  almost  rivals 
the  gentians  In  the  depth  of  its  color, 
though  Its  blue,  unlike  theirs,  is  of  a 
Violet  hue.  It  is  the  first  time  I  have  seen 
it  growing  in  a  place  like  this,  usually 
it  prefers  well-drained  and  dry  land,  not 
infrequently  where  rocks  outcrop,  but 
here  It  is  greatly  nourishing  whore  water 
undoubtedly  lies  at  times,  although  back 
from 'thennore  swampy  ground  and  now 
ti.Mid'ii't.lv  dry.'  It  is  a  purely  Western 
plant  and  its  blue  flowers  are  to  be  found 
from  our  Island  right  down  to  Mexico 
west  of  the  Caaeidee  and  the  Sierra 

Nevada  • 

Coming  back  by  the  path,  we  see  the 
common  prunella  or  self-heal  along  the 

dry  border  of  the  hill,  and  note  that  while 
many  of  the  plants  bear  the  usual  violet- 
blue  flowers  there  are  at  one  place  those 
that  havp  trrlcht  pink  floWers.  and  a  very 
charming  picture  they  make.  These 
color  sports  are  not.  of  course,  rare,  and 
the  prun^tta-mriitlgrx  in  them  from  time 
to  time  You  may  remember  last  week 
I  told  cft  blue  and  white  onles.  The  pink 
variety'  is  very  common  on  the  coast  of 
Washington,  near  Port  Crescent,  In  fact, 
almost  commoner  than  the  normal  blue.  I 
found  It  last  year  near  Mmr  (  reek  On 
our  left  we  see  Scouler  s  St.  John's-^Ort 
growing,  a  native  species  named  after 


other  side  Of  it.  quite  a  goodly  com- 
pany of  pyrolas  or  wintergreens,  their  red 
flbwer-stems  rising  above  their  long- 
stalked  oval  basal  leaves.  Many  of  them 
were  carrying  their  rosy  pink  blossoms 
and  some  had  got  so  far  as  to  exhibit 
their  seed-vessels,  each  with  its  curved 
pistil  protruding.  The  species  is  luiown 
as  Pyrola  bracteaia,  or  by  some  botanists 
as  Pyrola  rotundifulia  variety  bracteata. 
With  these  ericaceous  plants  we  flnd  an- 
other, ihp  dwarf  bilberry  or  blueberry. 
Its  blossoms  are  over,  but  beneath  the 
leaves  are  one  or  two  fruits,  one  showing 
already  a  decided  purplish  tint.  The 
small  thin  pbovate  leaves  are  slightly 
flushed  with  purple  as  if  they,  too,  are 
sharing  in  the  rlpeplng  proces.ses  of  the 
fruit.  This  species  is  known  as  Vaccinium 
caespitosum;  it  used  to  be  quite  common 
about  Beacon  Hill  and  Gonzales  Hill  This 
is  one  of  the  plants  found  on  the  north 
hillsides  of  the  bimch-grass  country  of 
the  Interior  and  from  Ala.ska  to  Labrador 
and  New  England  and  south  on  this  side 
to  California  and  Colorado.  Here  1ft  la  not 
far  distant  fmin  our  pool  -between  It  and 
the  lake-  wliere  the  dry  hillside  meets 
the  moist  meadow  and  where  a  grateful 
shade  protectjs  It  partially. 

Our  ramble  of  only  a  few  hundred 
yarda  at  most  has  shown  us  som'ething 
of  the  resources  of  Nature,  of  her  fresh- 
ness and  novelty  of  her  adaptations  and 
contrivances.  As  Richard  Jefferles'says: 

'  A  fre.ih  footpath,  a  fresh  flower,  a  fresh 
delight.  The  reeds,  the  grasses,  the 
rushes— unknown  and    new    things  at 

erery  .st"p  .something  always  lo  find;  nO 
barren  spot  anywhere  or  sameness. '  Arid 
in  another  place:  "The  woodlands  are 
pleasant,  however  many  times  redu- 
pUcated.  their  beauty  only  increases.  Bo, 
toe,  the  Summer  days;  the  sun  rises  on 
the  same  grasses  and  green  hedges;  here 
is  the  same  blue  sky,  but  did  we  ever  have 
enough  of  them?  No,  not  in  a  hundred 
years!  There  seems  always  a  depth, 
somewhere,  unexplored,  a  thicket  that 
has  not  been  seen  through,  a  corner  full 
of  ferns,  a  quaint  old  hollow  tree,  which 
may  give  us  something.'  Uow  true

Pioneer  K^etchosin  Church

EVEN  a  casual  reading  of  Eastern 
Canada  newspapers  impresses  one 
with  the  numerous  century-old  or 
more-than-century-old  institutions  in  the 
older  sections  of  the  Dominion.  Many 
churches  have  celebrated  their  centenaries 
during  the  past  few  years.  The  present 
writer,  it  happens,  has  been  associated 
with  three  couKiegations  In  Ontario,  one 
of  which  was  rural,  which  cqinmemorated 
their  t)e^nings  of  one  hundred  years  ago. 

Western  Canada  being  younger  than 
Eastern,  and  Brlti&li  Columbia  beuig 
senior  among  the  western  group,  we  on 
the  Coast  are  not  yet  eligible  for  the  cen- 
tenary cla.sj*.  The  oldest  church,  the 
Anglican  District  Church,  predecessor  of 
Chrl.st  Church  Cathedral.  Victoria,  might 
claim  sUndmg.  as  it  dates  from  1856.  St 
Andrew's  Roman  Catholic  Cathiidral 
was  opened  In  1858.  Pandora  Stmt 
Methodist  Church  two  years  later,  St. 
John's  Anglican  Church  in  1861,  and  only 
in  January  In.st  did  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  cfiebrat^  its  sev^nty-Afth  anni- 
ttnary. 

Rural  eongregations  belag  naturallr

He  Is.  by 
the  way.  famous  as  a  Gaelic  poet  and  to 
now  flOfjaged  In  translating  English  songs 
into  the  Irish  language,  which,  it  may  be 
Bcntloaed,  waa  tho  only  oae  apokon  dur- 
ing tho  tafiaugural  ceremonloe. 

Pikc  of  CoMMiiglit  I 

THE  other  day  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
completed  seventy  years  on  the  ^cttva 
Itot  of  the  Brltlstr  Army,  having  received 
his  f^rst  comml.sslon  as  a  lieutenant  in 
1868.  The  Duke  proved  a  very  efficient 
officer.  He  saw  acUve  service  In  Egypt. 
His  rank  aa  a  son  of  Queen  Victoria,  of  ~ 
course,  was  a  factor  In  hto  promotion,  but, 
to  hto  and  the  Queen's  great  disappoint- 
ment, It  was  held  to  bar  him  from  the 
highest  post  of  all,  that  of  Commander- 
in-Chief.  Hto  Interest  In  the  welfare  of 
the  rank  and  f\le  entitle*  him  to  be 
known  as  "the  soldier's  friend  ■ 

The  Duke  of  Connaught  is  one  of  the 
last  Uvlng  links  with  the  Duke  of  Welling- 
ton, who  was  his  godfather  and  after 
whom  he  was  named  Arthur.  Victoria 
people  who  met  Hto  Royal  Highness  when 
he  todred  the  We.st  as  Governor-General 
of  Canada  may,  therefor^,  clalnf  to  have 
JuAOwn  one  who  had  known  tha  great 
Dnk«. 

One  of  the  jnost  remarkable  instances 
Of  thto  kind  of  personal  association  with 
the  pa.st  was  that  in  which  the  late  King 
Oeorge  V  figured  when  visiting  Canada  as 
Duke  of  York  In  the  reign  of  King  Edward 

VII, 

When  he  was  In  Montreal  an  aged  nun 
was  pre.sented  to  hlra  who  had  been  told 
the  .story  of  the  landing  of  Frontenac  at 
Quebec  by  another  nun  who  had  had  it 
direct  from  a  nun  wiio  had  been  an  eye- 
witness of  the  eveht,  whkh  took  place  la

of  which  he  was  aware.  Ue  died  befOri~ 
he  could  reach-the  surface. 

The  company  pleaded  that  he  was  dis- 
obeying orders  In  entering  the  road,  and 
the  lower  court  found  this  contention 
sound  Fortunately  the  Court  of  Appeal 
thought  difTerentiy  and  rendered  a  oom- 
monsense  decision.  .  . 

Such  dispute  could  not  have  artoen  in 
British  Columbia.  The  miners  widow 
would  have  received  her  pension  without 
quoation.

I  know  a  child  of  four  can  point 
a  camera  at  an  object,  release  the  shutter, 
and  get  a  fairly  good  photograph.  But.  li^ 
will  not  be  a  picture — except,  of  oouTM,  bjr ' 
accident.  Perhaps  yoivhave^iever  thought 
of  photography  In  that  way.  Yuu  have 
thought  always  of  photographs,  never  of 
pictures.  Believe  me,  It  Is  far  more  excit- 
ing getting  pictures — pictures  which  your 
friends  will  never  tire  of 


which  show  that^ehlnd  the  preMlnf  of 
the  button  there  Is  a  brain. 

Pictures  of  this  kind,  let  me  add,  do  not 
call  for  a  lot  of  technical  skiW.  Gone  are 
the  days  when  a  fallow  had  to  be  some- 
thing of  a  magician  before  he  could  per- 
suade a  camera  to  "do  its  tricks."  Photo- 
graphic apparatus  become.s  easier  to 
manage  every  year,  and  the  high  perfec- 
tion which  ha.s  been  reached  in  the  manu> 
facture  of  films  and  plates  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  the  merest  novice  to  get  aatlsf ac- 
tonr  reeolta  with  almott  mry  attempt 

If  you  become  conversant  with  the 
limitations  of  your  camera,  and  keep  with- 
in those  Iimitia(mai,ydu  cannot  fall  to  get 
good  photograitha— in  a  technte*!  MnM. 

You  will  know,  for  instance,  that  if  >\.ur 
camera  is  anything  above  the  box  variety. 
It  wlU  have  exporare  timei  marked  arotmd 
■  the  top  of  the  lens,  and  lens  .stop.s  around 
the  bottom.  If  your  shortest  exposure 
tlmo  la  only  one-hundredth  of  rteeond,  tt 
will  be  fooli.sh  to  try  and  phntoRraph  a 
moving  object  requiring  a  faster  time.  A 
■eaguU  in  flight,  or  a  sprinter  in  action, 
wimld  probai}ly  blurr  your  neKatlve  in  one- 
hundredth  of  a  second.  At  one-Hve-hun- 
dredth  of  a  aeeond,  or  even  one-three- 

hiindredtti  of  a  second,  however,  yott-eottld 

expert  to  f;et  a  .sharp  photograph. 

The' same  reasoning  applies  to  tiopt. 
If  your  hlffCMt  stop  la  6i,  you  wUl  be  weU 

advised  to  re.strlct  your  work  to  .sunny  and 
bright  days  out  of  doors,  and  sunny  days 
or  artificial  light  Indoors.  This,  of  course, 
unless  you  give  time  expo.sures  of  some 
duration.  If  howcTcr,  you  have  a  atop  as 
large  aa  3.5,  you  will  be  1^  d«P«ndent  on 
the  nun  The  rule  to  remember  is  "Tlie 
duller  the  weather,  the  larger  the  stop." 
And  do  not  forget  that  the  largest  stopa 
have  the  .smallest  numbers  Thus,  ?

See,  too,  that  your  backgrounds  are 
suitable.  This  Is  especially  necessary  When 
photographing  your  friends — either  singly 
or  in  groups.  Don't  ask  your  best  friend  to 
poee  in  front  of  a  rhirken-house,  or  stand- 
ing next  to  a  drainpipe!  Further,  remem- 
ber Jthaj^ile  that  light  objects  should  be 
photographed  in  front  df  a 
ground,  and  vice  versa. 

When  photographing  landscapes,  beauty 
spot.s.  and  so  on.  look  for  a  special  point 
of  interest.  I  would  add,  also,  that  the

There  Is  an  easy  way  of  fixing  this  posi- 
tion. It  is  by  foltowtng  what  we  call  the 
"rule  of  third.s  "  Imagine  the  .scene  before 
you  divided  horlzonUily  into  thirds  and 
vertteallylnto  thirds.  These  thirds  inter- 
sect at  four  points.  Your  point  of  interest 
should  be  situated  on  one  of  these — pref- 
erably On  one  of  the  bottom  two. 

The  point  of  mterest  should  naturally 
be  in  keeping  with  the  surroundings.  If. 
for  Inatance,  you  are  photographing  a 
country  lane,  it  might  be  a  wagon -load  of 
straw  or  a  pair  of  plough  horses  a  condi- 
tion which  prevents  many  photographs 
from  becoming  pictures  is  what  we  call 
"camera-consciousness."  For  some  un- 
known reason,  the^  majority  of  amateurs 
cannot  think  of  taking  a  photograph  of  a 
human  bein^:  without  insisting  that  the 
subject  look  straight  in  the  lens.  You  know 
the  sort  of  thing.  You  come  across  a  kiddle 
of  three  or  four,  perhaps,  playing  with  a 
dog.  "That  would  make  a  Jolly  good 
photograph!"  you  think;  but  having  got 
your  camera,  you  must  needs  .say:  "Look 
at  me!"  or  "Watch  the  dicky-bird!" 

Kever  ask  your  subjects  to  look  away 
from  the  work  in  hand.  You  will  get  far 
better  resuHs— pictures,  in  fact^if  you 
snap  them'  when  they  lea.st  expect  it  and 
when  they  are  absorbed  with  their  task.-:-

One  of  the  best  exercises  that  I  know, 

both  for  general  health  and  for  quicken- 
ing the  feet  and  toning  up  the  muscles, 
is  skipping^  Why  not  start  each  day  with 
a  .skipping  rope  for  three  minutes?  Hot 
more  than  three  mmutes  at  one  time,  as 
It  is  a  Very  tlrint-exercise  and,  if  over- 
done, apt  to  strain  the  heart.  Skating  is 
also  good  for  strengthening  the  ankles, 
and  dancing  for  suppicne6.s  und  poi&e  It 
is  very  Important  for  us  always  to  be  on 
our  toes  during  a  game,  althouuii  opinions 
dlfTer  as  to  how  much  actual  pedaling  ' 
is  necessary.  Some  people  do  not  raise 
their  heels  off  the  ground  at  all,  while 
others  Jig  about  incessantly,  like  cats  on 
hot  briclcs.

But  there  are  a 
few  kinds  which  do  better  if  they  are 
allowed  to  shad^MAr  own  seed  irhera  they 
are  growlnsr. 

Outstanding  examples  or  the  laller  kind 
are  the  molatura-lotlng  primulas^  sueh 
p.  Japonlra.  p  pulverulenta.  p  Flnrlndae, 
p.  slkklmensls  and  erinus  alplnus.  The 
Idea  is.  of  course,  to  plant  a  root  or  two  la 
good  po.sltlons  and  In.stead  of  gathering 
the  seed  allow  it  to  fail,  on  the  ground

For  Small  Sowings 

sown  If  you  only  require  a  few  plants 
of  each  kind,  four-inch  pots  are  most 
handy.  For  larger  numbers,  use  pans  or 
lioxes.  all  of  which  must  be  quite  clean, 
and  after  being  wtU  soakad,  allowed  U» 
drain  and  dry. 

Tha  sowing  eomposi  may  consist  of 
Ught,  sweet  loam  two  parLs,  well-doraypd 
laaf  mould  one  part,  coarse  sharp  sand 
on*  part.  The  loam  and  the  leaf  mould 
sh'ould  be  passod  througl^  an  tlfhth-of- 
an-lnch  sieve. 

Wall  drain  the  pots  or  boxes.  In  a  four- 
Inch  pot  at  lea.st  one  Inch  depth  of  drain- 
age should  be  put  m  the  bottom,  consist- 
ing of  broken  crocks,  or  even  clean  coal 
rlndrrs  or  Kravcl  In  the  case  of  a  box 
or  pan  the  whole  of  the  bottom  must  have 
a  similar  uniform  layer. 

Over  this  should  be  put  Just  half  an 
inch  of  coarser  soil  siltings,  or  preferably 
leaf  mould.  Then  the  pots  or  boxes  should 
be  filled  to  within  three-quarters  of  an 
inch  of  the  rim  with  the  proparad  aot^ 
mixture. 

Maka  tha  surface  as  level  as  possible 

and  flnl.«:h  off  by  KPntly  pre.s.sing  with  the 
base  of  a  .smaller  put,  ju^il  sufTiclent  to 
give  a  nicely  firm  smooth  surface. 

The  .soil  .should  not,  of  course,  be  dry 
when  used,  but  unilunuly  moist  through- 
out, without  being  wet  or  stlclcy.  'This 
condition  is  most  .safely  a.s.sured  by  stand-' 
Ing  tha  post  filled  with  soil  in  water  half 
way  up  thalr  aides,  and  leaillng  them  thus 
\intii  It  is  .seen  ihat  tha  surf  ioU  Is  dla- 
tlnctly  wet. 

Then  remove  the  pot.s  to  an  airy  place 
and  leave  for  some  iTours  tu  drain,  until 
the  surface  Ls  so  dry  that  all  trace  lol.

Sowing  will  be  more  readily  carried 
out  if  you  place  Just  a  mere  pinch  of 
thw  .^mall  .^eeds  in  the  pepper  duster  and 
add  four  times  their  bulk^  of  dry  sand. 
Bhaka  wtU  mix  and  then  pass  tha 
duster  twice  unlfonfily  over  tha  surfaca 
of  the  sou. 

Tha  A»Kt.  and' a  most  important,  essen- 
tial is  that  the  seed  .sliould  not  be  rov- 
rred  too  deeply.  For  the  largest  rock 
plant  seeds  a  qi^arter  of  an  Inch  of  very 
fine  sandy  .soil  sifted  over  the  surf.Tco  is 
ampl^,  while  for  the  medium-sized  kinds, 
such  as  aquileglas,  an  eighth  of  an  inch 
will  suffice.

Maintain  Even  Temperature 

A GREAT  help  In  keeping  an  even  tem-

of  newspaper.  The  frame  light  should  not 
be  closed  except  tn  very  bad,  wet  weather.

But,  he  stressed.  It  also  must  be  a  cul- 
tural conquest.  This  problem  lately  has 
challenged  the  imagination  of  the  French 
poet  and  philosopher,  Georges  Bugnat, 
who  now  Is  devoting  himself  to  publiciz- 
ing the  new  land  and  to  breeding  flowers 
for  the  aettlers.  Already  he  has  pkoducad 
a  red  rose  whirh  may  bloom  re?Tularly 
around  northern  McKenzle  Valley  home- 
ataada,  tha  Lac  La  Nonna. 

Probably  lOO.OuO  square  miles  In  the 
valleys  of  the  McKenzle  drainage  system 
around  tha  60th  parallel  of  latitude  are 
good  for  cropping  and  some  of  the  rest 
may  serve  as  range  country,  Dr.  Albright 
said.  The  problems  of  living  there  are  to 
be  conquered  first,  he  stressed,  by  tha 
breeding  of  new  varieties  of  grains,  fruits 
and  vegetables  suited  to  Arctic  conditions. 
This  win  involve,  he  said,  tha  testing  of 
thousands  of  species  and  varieties. 

Just  as  necessary,  he  stre.s.sed,  is  to  re- 
move the  psychological  hazard.  The  pop-"^ 
ular  impre-ssion  Is  that  the  land  is  bleak 
and  barren.  Women  shudder  at  the 
thought  of  making  homaa  that*.  In  fact, 
he  believes  It  ran  be  made  a  land  of  fruit 
and  flowers.  The  French  poet  now  is  busy 
milking  crosaas  of  other  roaaa  and  peonies, 
other  flowers  are  being  tastad  at  Dr.  Al- 
bright's own  station. 

Important  Economic  Crops 

FLOWERS  and  fruit.s  to  make  life  mose 
livable  are  considered  at  this  &uge  us 
Important  as  economic  crops.  He  painted 
a  Rlowlng  picture  of  the  land  under  favor- 
able conditions.  Crab  apples  ripen  in  open 
gardens  -on  the  southern  shore  6f  (treat 
Slave  Lake,  nearly  a  thousand  mllrs  nrjrth 
of  .the  United  States  border.  Tomatoea> 
ripan  on  sunny  hillsides  eight  years  out 
of  ten.  Common  wild  fruits  can  be  gath- 
ered at  Arctic  tidewater.  Eighty  miles 
beyond  tha  Arctic  Circle  a  pioneer  named 
W.  D  Clarke  is  Rruwuii:  puir.pkms.  phe- 
nomenal crops  of  some  garden  vegetables, 
and  grains  for  chickens.  The  cold,  long 
days  seem  to  be  the  Ideal  condition  for 
potatoes.  Rosea  on  the  hills  bloom  as  late 
as  October.  Currants  and  raspberries  bear 
freely  and  strawberries  and  Roo.sebcrrles 
.spiirlnRly  Corn  on  the  rob  can  be  had 
by  early  Autumn,  and  lilac,  honeysuckle 
and  rowan  have  splendid  bursts  of  bloom. 
The  climate  Is  better  than  would  be  ex- 
pected because  of  the  shelter  of  the  hills 
and  the  northward  flowing  McKenale. 

Both  Japane.sf^and  Chinese,  he  found  In

Ilka  aubrletla  and 
arabi.s,  adopt  the  cushiony  habit,  deteri- 
orate after  three  years  unless  you  propa- 
gate anew.  The  cushions  may  after  that 
period  grow  bigger,  but  the  colors  of  the 
aubrletla  go  washy,  and  the  flowering 
capacity  of  both  plants  dOcUnes. 

It  Is,  therefore.  e.s.sential  to  keep  work- 
ing up  a  young  stock,  so  that  at  the  ip- 
polntad  tlma  you  can  dispense  with  tha 
old. 

The  best  way  of  providmg  this  young 
stock  is  by  striking  cuttings. 

One  good  clump  will  yield  a  scora  or 

two  of  youngsters,  every  one  being  pro- 
vided with  an  entirely  new  set  of  roots, 
and  therefore  fraa  from  all  parental  en- 
cumbrance. 

The  plants  are  now  full '  of  young 
growth,  and  as  tha  aeason  Is  compara- 
tively younK.  you  have.  If  you  in.sert  with- 
out delay,  a  good  chance  of  raising  sturdy 
stock  by  September,  when  you  can  trans- 
fer^^he  rooted  plants. 

T^ke  the  aubrletla  first.  This  plant  has 
a  thin-skinned  leaf  and  a  lot  of  sap.  henre 
if  you  Insert  the  cuttini^s  m  .  . 
der  Uiey  will  wilt  for  many  a  day,  and  in 
the  end  might  perish.  There  is  no  risk  of 
su(  h  a  calamity  If  you  plant  in  a  partially 
Shaded  borde^.  If  possible  raised  three  or 
four  inches  above  the  immediate  sur- 
rotuuUAfa.

FORK  the  soil  a  foot  deep,  incorporatinf 
with  each  .square  yard  half  a  pailful

Prepare  each 
for  Insertion  by  remorlng.  the  two  bottom 
leaves  and  shaving  the  Stem  beneath  .the 
bottom  joint. 

Plant  firmly  at  three  inches  apart,  with 

the  bottom  leaf  resting  on  the  sand. 

When  the  young  planus  are  three  inches 
tall,  remove  the  growing  point-  to  injure 
free  branching,  and  give  a  light'  dressing 

ot  weathered  soot  monthly  uniil  you 
transfer  the  aubrietia^  tu  ihelr  flowering 
positions. 

Make  the  arabis  cutting  bed  in  a  .sunny 
spot.  This  plant  is  a  spuidlcd  nuisance  in 
the  shade.  Work  *  aprinkllng-  of  stable 
manure  with  the  soil  when  forking  it  a 
loot  deep,  and  having  trod  fairly  flrmly, 
rake  Into  each  aquare  yard  an  ounce  of 
f:  esh]y-slaked  lime,  which  to  arable  Is  one 
ot  the  essentials. 

Sand  the  bed  surface  as  advised  for 
aubtietia. 

When  selecting  arabl.s  cuttinRs,  avoid 
shoots  having  hard  stems  or  purplish - 
green  leaves.  O'o  for  the  completely  green, 
healthy  growth,  two  Inchef  being  an  ideal 
length. 

Remove  the  three  bottom  leaves  and, 

after,  cutting  the  , stem  horizontally  just 
below  the  bottom  joint,  dip  the  prepared 
cuttings  in  weak  nicotine  insecticide  to 
destroy  all  traces  of  the  des^ctlve  arable 

midge. 

Plant  three  inches  apart,  very  ttrmly. 
After  young  growth  sOart-s.  whileii  the 
bed  monthly  with- freshly -slaked  lime.

F  you  examiiie  a  clump  of  pinks  you  will 
And  there  ara.  a  number  of  unflowered 
new  shoots  which  look  vilto  atioDt  an^ 

*tand  up  fairly  straight. 

Hold  the  top  portion  of  one  of  these 
geewiha.        l»  a  ahary  fnW,  and  H  witt 

come  away  quite  cleanly  at  one  of  the 
joints.  In  fact,  it  looks  as  if  it  has  come 
out  of  Its  socket. 

The  top  portion  you  now  hold  Is  a 

"piping  ■'  If  you  remove  two  or.  four  of 
the  bottom  leaves  from  this  piping  it  is 
then  mdy.'  ior  striking. 

Note  the  difference  bn'wcen  a  piping 
and  a  cutting,  for  in  the  former  case  no 
cutting  Is  neceasar]^ 

Pipings  atrlke  i^ulckly  and  easily  and 

form  a  very  easy  method  of  Inrrrasing 
Slock,  especially  uf  named  varieties, 
which,  of  course,  only  coma  true  whan 
taken  from  the  parent. 

The  best  medium  for  striking  the  pip- 
Ings  is  sand.  Crocic  some  two-inch  or 
three-inch  puts  and  put  a  little  mugh  .soil 
ever  the  crocks,  then  fill  up  with  sand, 
prr.s.s  it  and  water. 

See  that  there  is  enough  room  left  to 
allow  for  future  watering,  but  this  only 
means  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  space 
at  the  top» 

Next  obtain  the  pipings  and  put  thorn 
in  right  away.  Ihey  should  be  anything^ 
from  half  an  inch  to  an.  Inch  In  the  sand, 
the  l)i>Uom  leaves  being  removed  for  thia 
purpose.  It  is  essential  for  the  base  of 
the  piping  to  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  hole 
made  to  receive  It.  This  is  most  Impurtant. 

The  number  of  pipings  to  each  pot  must 
be  decided  by  the  size  of  both,  but  as  a 
Kuide,  f(jur  around  the  side  of  a  two-Inch 
pot  and  six  in  a  three-inch  pot  is  suffi- 
cient. '  *" 

When  inserted,  place  the  pots  in  a 
frame,  close  the  light  and  shade  from 
bright  sunshine.  Give  a  little  air  each 
day  to  clear  the  frame  of  moisture  and 
.maka  vary,  sure  that  the  sand  new  bej_^ 
conies  dry.  . 

In  at}out  three  weeks  the  pipings  should 
have  made  roots  and  as  soon  a-s  this  hap- 
pens they  must  be  pulled  mto  good  soil 
cr  plant^^d  out. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  there  is  no 
nourishment  in  sand.  To  leave  them  after 
looting  is  fatal,  for  they  would  bae()me 
thin  and  very  weak,  and  never  recover. 


Observing  Garden  Life 
May  Be  Fascinating 

THERE  are  many  things  arotmd  about 
the  gaidfii.  not  inenlioned  in  bOokg 
or  arlicltfs,  which  afToid  the  observing 
lover  of  plants  much  entertainment  and 
an-.u'icinf  n*.  .says  P    ^    J<  )rkv,'rll,  garden 
*  editor' of  TTie'Ncw  Yoik  TTmeiT  '  " 

In  our  modern  garden  aquileglas,  for 
Instance,  the*  spurs,  by  the  art  of  the 
breeder,  have  been  greatly  elongated  This 
might  tiave  presented  a  .serlou.s  problem 
to  visiting  bees  bent  on  plundering  the 
tiny  drops  of  nertar  sn  the  tips-  and 
transferring  (in  return  for  their  booty) 
pollen  grains  to  other  blossoms.  But,  the 
bees  .vMjn  found  a  way  of  getting  around 
this  barrier.  Instead  of  entering  the  flow- 
ers with  these  long  spurs,  they  make  holes 
through  the  sides  of  tha  tubae^  aad  thus 

reach  the  . sweets.   

Llttl»  hotteed  by  marty  gardeners,  but 
among  the  most  fascinating  of  all  plant-..

colony  haa  a  good,  prolific  queen  and  au 
abundance  of  stores  durlTig  the  Spring, 
plenty  of  super  room  for  storing  the  honey, 
plenty  of  room  in  the  brood  chamber  for 
-Ulp- Qufpn  ^  lay,  and  sufficient  ventila-  ^  ^

Queens  that  have  been  allowed  to  oc- 
cupy two  ten-frame  full -depth  supers  up 
to  the  beginning  of  the  m.iln  honey  flow 
should  now  be  put  in  the  lower  chamber 
and  a  queen  excluder  placed  -ovar — it» 
Where  a  shallow  super  is  used  as  a  second  ■ 
brood  chamber  the  queen  Is  hot  placed 
below,  but  Is  allowed  the  use  of  both 
chambers  the  entire  season.  Swarming  • 
can  generally  be  detected  by  tipping  the 
shallow  super  and  lookuig  lor  queen  cells 
akmf  the  lower  edges  of  the  combs.  If 
none  are  found  the  colojiy  Is  noi  likely  to 
swarm.  AU  colonies  should  be  examined

THERE  is  much  l06S  ul  huiu-y  each 
year  baeauae  beekeapera  fall  to  put  ' 
on  aupers  in  ample  time.  FrcqumMv  the 
honey  flow  is  on  before  the  beekeepers 
realise  It.  and  consequently  the  bees  may 
clog  the  brood  chamber  witli  honey.  Un-

Honey  ahould  not  be  removed  from  the 
colony  until  It  \n  thoroughly  ripe,  or  until 
two-thirds  of  the  honey  is  capp»  d  over. 
Placing  a  wood-wire  bee-e.srape  board 
fitted  with  two-way  bee  e.v;apes  under  the 
supers  to  be  removed  will  clear  ti\rm  of 
bees  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  honey 
should  be  extracted  when  warm,  or  kif' 
aoon  as  poasible  after  removing  the  supers. 
After  extracting,  strain  the  honey  through' 
two  thlrkneR,<e8  of  cheesecloth. 

As  the  crop  gathered  from  the  Fall  flow- 
ers Is  leas  than  that  fronji  the  clovers,  two 
supers  will,  as  a  rule,  be 
aary  for  each  colony.
